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Any one enteriag tbe basement of 


what Is known as 181} Jeaaie street, 
near Third, San Francisco, would find 
it difficult to determine whether ho 
was in an odd corner of a museum, 
the forcaetle of an old-time whaler or 
the hut of a South Sea Islander. 
Amid surroundings as curious and 
heterogeneous as these there dwells 
alone John M. Hering, aged 73 years, 
an individual as remarkable for the 
perseverance he has displayed as for 
his ingenuity. And though Mr. Her- 
ing has passed the Biblcal limit of 
three score and ten, and maintains an 
existence under conditions of extreme 
poverty, he Is still most sanguine of 
achieving fame and fortune by his 
own efforts before his span of life is 
broken. 


His life history is varied and has 


been interspersed with many peculiar 
and interesting incidents. 
He is a 
native of Saxe-Coburg. At tbe age of 
26 he was a soldier in the German 
army and took an active part in tbe 
war waged by that country against 
Denmark in 1848. He was thrice 
wounded. One bullet imbedded itself 
in his left leg, another blazed a path 
across his left cheek, near the jaw, and 
a saber nearly severed his left thumb 
from his band. 
After leaving the 
military service in 1850 he located at 
Cuxhaven, Hamburg, where for six 
years he followed the peaceful and un- 
romantic pursuit of a tailor. 
r 
At this time the spirit of adventure 
that had been imbibed while under 
arms for his country became domin- 
ant, and be shipped on a whaler at 
Bremen for a two years' cruise, taking 
berih as cook. Before the voyage was 
over he had become so expert with 
tbe harpoon that during active opera- 
tions be filled the responsible position 
of barpooner in the captain's boat. 
During tbe stay of the vessel at Kam- 
chatka, In 1856, it became known to 
the Governor of the place that Hering 
was considerable of a musician, and 
he frequently invited him to his resi- 
dence to play for his family and 
guests. 


Extensive excavations were in pro- 
gress in the neighborhood at the time, 
and a mammotb. measuring between 
sixteen and eighteen feet, had been 
unearthed. 
Tbe skeleton was com- 


plete, and as a reward for bis obliging 
services Hering was permitted to 
carry off one of the huge tusks of the 
beast. 
Part of this has been worked 


up into cane-handles and other orna- 
ments by the ingenious owner, and a 
stump of it about a foot long aud six 
inches in diameter, now adorns one of 
tbe walls of Hering's uncouth-look- 
ing den. 


The winters of the two years' cruise 


were spent in trading among the 
South Hea islands and in trips to 
China, Japan and Australia, sojourns 
being also made at Honolulu for the 
purpose of refitting each season. Dur- 
ing these journeyings Hering landed 
ou fourteen different cannibal islands 
and secured a supply of aboriginal 
war and hunting implements and 
other curios sufficient to stock a re- 
spectable-sized museum. 
It includes 


bows, arrows, spears, lances, clubs, 
boomerangs, idols and 
household 


utensils, all of which now make part 
of tbe unique decoration of his borne. 
In 1858 he met with an accident 


which disabled one of bis arms, and 
be forsook whaling and took up bis 
residence at Honolulu. Here, it) 1859 
be met Captain Coursen, a whaler, 
who brought to Houolulu what be 
claimed to be relies of the ill fated ex 
peditlon of Sir John Franklin. Cap- 
tain Coursen said that he had bartered 
clothing for them with some Esqui- 
maux, and that from the story tney 
told of the finding of them he bad no 
doubt that tbe articles had belonged 
to members of that disastrous enter- 


; City, where, by plauulble repreaenta- 
lions, he was induced to loon $7ixxi, 
the whole of his savings, to a niau 


] who turn.' out to be a consummate 
swindler . id who was compelled to 
flee to esci » the fury of the two or 
three hundred people he had cheated. 
Hering never recovered a cent of bis 
money, and maintained himself on o 
small rauc'i, whence he came to tkio 
city three years ago. 
But the great fruit of Bering's labor 


aud ingenuity wbile in Honolulu was 
the invention of a machine which he 
claim* will revolutionize the present 
system of land cultivation. He con- 
sumed tbe evenings of three years in 
constructing the somewhat 
crude 


model on which he secured letters 
patent. It is planned on priuciples 
similar to those on whicb street 
sweepers are made. Underneath tbe 
bed of a vehicle intended to be drawn 
by four horses are six rollers, to all of 
which are attached curved knives of 
various lengths. 


The roller nearest the froot of tbe 
structure, in revolving, cuts up the 
earth to a depth of 7 inches, the next 
penetrates 2 inches deeper, while tbe 
third cuts to a depth of 12 Inches. 
Then roller 4 turns the loosened sur- 
face completely over, and roller 5 
thoroughly breaks it up. Roller 6 acts 
as a barrow and covers tbe seed, which 
ia automatically fed between rollers 5 
and 6 frolu a cylinder arranged on the 
bed of the huge vehicle. Tbe machine 
is to be made to cut a swath 8 feet 
wide, and Hering claims that twenty- 
five acres of land can be properly cul- 
tivated and planted to wheat by bis 
invention in a day. 
It further, ha 


asserts, has the merit of effecting a 
large saving in seed, as the roller 
which acts'as a harrow covers tbe 
seed for a uniform depth of only 1J 
inches, thus making every kernel tell. 
By existing methods be claims it 
takes from 95 to 100 pounds of wheat 
to plant an acre, while with the use of 
bis manifold plow, cultivator, seeder 
and harrow only 45 pounds are re- 
quired. 
Despite his extreme poverty, his 


advanced age, and tbe aggravating 
delay occasioned by a long-pending 
lawsuit, Hering preserves a wonder- 
fully cheerful temper, and displays a 
sangulneness tbat would be looked for 
more readily in a man of half bis 
years.— S. F. Call. 
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on Hawaii. 


Adjutant George D. Egner, of the

Not only did they visit, 
but prayed in every home but one, 
where tbe lady was a Jewess and 
would not let them pray. Both Catbo 
lies and Protestants recognize tbe 
faithful 
self-saeriflcing 
lives these 


lassie warriors are living. Because of 
being knocked about from pillar to | 
post with their meetings, it has been 
vrry bard to do a great amount of per- 
manent good. 


My object in coming to Hilo was to 


help my comrades to raise money with 
which to purcbawe a lot and build a 
Salvation Army hall. 


Before leaving 
Honolulu a dear 


Christian friend, who has stood by us 
from the beginning, came to our quar- 
ters and gave me ten dollars for the 
Hilo officers', saying at the same time 
that she wanted to give something 
toward the Hilo hall I told her I 
thought tbe people on tbe island of 
Hawaii would give us the amount we 
needed; if not I would let her know.

Do forests increase rainfalls? This 


question is affirmatively believed by 
a large part of our intelligent citizens, 
who may perhaps be willing to assist 
aud thoroughly test this question in a 
manner never before tested, and thus, 
by putting work with their faitb, ac- 
quire knowledge. 
If tested as here 


suggested, it will be a creditable anc 
profitable improvement, as well a: 
settle the above question, and open 
our eyes as to what we should further 
do about forests. 
We believe that 


skeptics will willingly assist with 
means in its demonstration for the 
good it may do, and the Government 
will surely assist if a plain, practical 
course is pointed out, which we will 
endeavor to do. 


The idea ia to grow a forest. 
The 


land to work upon ia on Hawaii in tbe 
vicinity of Mahukona and Kowaihae. 
Here are 100,000 acres, more or less, of 
fertile land, warm and free from wind 
—the same kind of formation appar- 
ently as that upon which the forest of 
Olaa now stands. Yet it is compara- 
tively barren and almost valueless as 
it now exists. 


Such is the land proposed to be cov- 


ered with an algeroba forest. If there 
is any other forest tree as valuable 
and as rapid growing on such a des- 
ert as is tbe algeroba, it should also 
have place. 
There is no doubt about 


the algeroba growing and flourishing 
upon these lands, as it is already 
growing there on its lower border 
around Kowaihae and gradually ex- 
tending itself up the slope year by 
year, without tbe aid of man. 


The algeroba beans are to be had 


quite cheaply from Honolulu, Lahai- 
ua and other places. They should be 
planted one pod in a place, twenty or 
more feet apart, and covered in the 
soil two inches deep, during tbe rainy 
season or just before its commence- 
ment. This would cost but a few 
cents per acre, and after the tree is 
once properly started nature will do 
the rest, eveu thicken up the forest to 
anv density required. 


This important work should be iu 


the hands of the Government, and 
under the supervision of the forest 


mmission -should the legislature 


deem it wife to create such a commis- 
sion—and vigorously prosecuted from 
year to year until this whole worth- 


district is covered with a forest of 


tbe useful a'gerobas. 


Then, should this large forest cause 


an extra rainfall upon itself and sur- 
rounding country what a blessing it 
would prove to the stockmen aud 
plantations of Kohala as well as to 
the western Waimea plains. 
If it 


does not increase the rainfall, it will 
surely conserve what did fall and no 
doubt temper the climate to a more 
equable one by its grateful shade Be- 
sides this, the money would be well 
invested as the wood of this tree Is 
valuable for fuel and the algeroba 
bean is relished as food by all kinds 
of domestic animals, 
and judging 


from what we ?ee in Honolulu and 
Lahaiua tbe valuable menuuia grass 
flourishes under and near the tree. 
The grass does not injure ttle tree and 
the tree seems to protect the grass, 
and we see no reason why this wbole 
i 


region Khould not be alike blessed, 
and thousands of stock raised and 


| marketed from it yearly. 
The quan- 


| tity of fuel that could be yearly taken 


l from this forest after a few years 


without injuring it, would surprise 
one unacquainted with this prolific 
tree. 


As above stated the growing of the 


tree upon the land indicated is not of 
doubtful utility as in the vicinity of 
Lahaina, West Maui, upon a similar 
formation, similar climate, a like dry 
desert district, this 
tree has been 


growing for some years on its lower 
border and Mr. Horner has been ex- 
tending it up tbe slope by planting 
the bean as above suggested until 
now, some 400 acres more or less are 
covered by this valuable tree. In ex- 
tending It, Mr. Horner did not aim at 
a change of climate or a greater rain- 
fall, but to produce more fuel, more 
and better food for his stock. If he 
eventually tempers the climate and 
produces a greater rainfall he will be 
so much ahead. 


It is well perhaps to state that stock 


will riot destroy or even injure a for- 
est of this kind, and It seems better 
adapted to a dry region thau a wet 
one. 


It would seem that tempering the 


climate of this torrid district by the 
forest above indicated would go with-

tleman who arrived on the steamer. 


Following the matter further, a rep- 


resentative of this paper succeeded in 
obtaining from the gentleman the 
following story: 
v 


"I am quite a kamaaina on Maul, 


and have friends among tbe royalists 
and upholders of the Government. 
Just before my departure from Maui, 
some three or four weeks ago, I 
learned positively of several royalist 
meetings which had been held within 
a short space of time. Upon inquiry 
I found that the frequency of the 
meetings was due to the fact that a 
filibustering expedition was expected 
from the States at any moment to 
join bands with the royalist sympa- 
thizers on the island. This aroused 
my curiosity, and at the same made 
me fear for the Government sympa- 
thizers. 


"There was a sudden cessation of 


activity among the agitators, and, up 
to the time of my departure for Kaual, 
I beard nothing more. 
" When I arrived at the Garden Isle 
great was my surprise on bearing that 
royalist meetings were being secretly 
held there 
Investigation brought to 


light the fact that tbe royalists, in 
some manner unknown to me, ex- 
pected to jo n forces with Maui and a 
filibustering expedition 
from 
the 
States. Not being known on Kiuai, 
I could not find out very much about 
tbe inner wornings of the affair. All I 
could learn was that the royalist plot 
was general, aud, if carried out, would 
include tbe islands of Hawaii, Maui, 
Kauai and Molokai. 


"On my return to Maui, I found 
that meetings had been resumed dur- 
ing my absence, aud that some of 
these were held in the most peculiar 
places. In one instance, a party of 
-wo hundred gathered in the moun- 
tains at tbe midnight hour and placed 
several persons on guard to watch 
or any Government ofllcers that 
might be prowliug in tbe vicinity. 
Iu another instance a large fishing 
party was organized, and wheu their 
;anoes arrived at » safe distance from 
shore they held a meeting. 
As a 


general ru e the meetings were held 
in the following manner: 
Groups of 


ten to fifteen men gathered at different 
alaces, and a delegate from each one 
)f these was sent to a grand council 
leld at a secret place la this manner 
t was thought the officers of the Gov- 
ernment might be deceived. 


"I was told by several friends ou 


Maui tbat arms aud ammunition were 
supposed to have been landed at dif- 
ferent points on the island and that 
the women were iu great fear of an 
uprising. 


"Sam Nowlein's presence in Maui 


raistd tbe question in my mind of bis 
complicity in the affair. 
I at-ked him 


why he was in such a hurry to expose 
all who bad been associated with 
him in the late uprising. Thinking 
me a friend he let, it be understood 
that his object was to get clear, not for 
any selfish purpose, but to be of ser- 
vice to the natives on the other isl- 
ands. He considered it his duty to 
work for the royalist cause and to in- 
struct the natives in the art of war. 


"For my part, I am very sorry for 


the natives. It is shere foolbardiness 
for them to attempt another revolu- 
tion. They seem to have the idea 
that if they can entice the Govern- 
ment forces to Maui and Kauai, the 
roynllsts in Oahu will do the rest. 


"The one object of the royalists 
seems to be tbe release of tbe political 
prisoners. This in hoped to be accom- 
plished by simultaneous armed move- 
ments on the different road camps and 
jails where they are confined."

This is 
a large circulation, considering tbe 
material we have at hand, some 1000 
volumes in all. 
The educational work of tlfe Asso- 


ciation continues to occupy an im- 
portant place in the year's programme. 
The eurollrneat of students in October 
was not so large as in the previous 
year. 
The bookkeeping class has 


twenty-one students. 
Mr. William 


Harris has charge of the work and 
has proven a painstaking and careful 
instructor. 
Shorthand has had nine- 


teen pupils, and typewriting twelve. 
When the additions to our present 
building are completed, better facili- 
ties will be at our disposal for this de- 
partment. 


The principal social gathering ol the 


year was tbe New Year's reception to 
the young men of the city. We were 
assisted tu this recaption by tbe ladies 
of the W. C. T. U. and Y's. 
About 


two hundred participated in the din- 
ner. 
The evening concert was at- 


tended by about four hundred people, 
and was one of the best ever given in 
our hall. Three concerts and recep 
tlons were given to the sailors of the 
war vessels in port, and we;e much 
enjoyed by the men. A number of 
temperance concerts have been held 
and attended by large audiences. Our 
lecturers on the temperance subject 
included Dr. Hutchins, Chief Justice 
Judd, Rev. H. W. Peck, C. B. Bipley 
and others. 


The Sunday evening prayer and 


praise service continues with profit to 
very many of our members, and holds 
a prominent place in the work of the 
association. The Bible class work is 
not so strong as it was a year ago. 
This may be accounted for by the fact 
of other classes started in the city, as 
also the large number of young men 
engaged in week night drill in the 
military companies. The Hethel Hall 
misssou, continued by the Association 
for many years, was abandoned, but 
not until the field was amply covered 
hy the entrance ol ttie Salvation 
Army, who are accomplishing a ruble 
work lor this class of men. The work 
outside the building has included the 
Sunday service at the goal, by Messrs.

that the Catholic Church shall can- 
nouize a man iind place his name upon 
the catalogue of saints, iu order to 
preveut unworthy additions to that 
honorable list it is customary to select 
a cardinal of ability whose duty it is 
to marshal and present to the Pope all 
evidence aud possible reasons why 
such distinction should not be con- 
ferred. The man. who is assigned to 
this disagreeable duty is appropriately 
designated as "the devil's advocate.'' 


I was informed .some little time 


since, that tbe New York Evening 
Post had sent. Mr. Julius Palmer to 
Honolulu, not to write an impartial 
account of tbe Hawaiian revolution, 
but to '•'work up material against an- 
nexation." 
Whether such was the 


case I did not know; but in this morn- 
ing's ADVEKTISEK I find over Mr. 
Palmer's own Miniature the statement 
that his mission is to "photograph 
and exhibit at their worst" the condi- 
tions in Hawaii, aud says "there is 
the soundest reason for doing this," 
because "if a man wishes to marry 
my sister it is my duty to ascertain 
not the best but the very worst which 
can be said of his character. Your 
Government avows iis Intention to 
make alliance with mine,!i.and that 
he is engaged in working up the argu- 
ment to prevent it. 


I feel under deep obligations to Mr. 


Palmer for thus openly declaring him- 
self to be the devil's advocate, and 
that he is professedly presenting the 
blackest possible phase of Hawaiian 
conditions, for the express purpose of 
preventing the elevation of Hawaii to 
the honoratfle position of a member 
of the American Union. He comes 
out into tbe open and makes his 
declaration instead of skulking in the 
shadows aud 
masquerading as an 


impartial investigator who is giving 
the result of his researches from the 
standpoiut of fairness aud truth after 
considering all of the conditions, 


I hope that the "N. Y. Post" will be 


as fair as Mr. Palmer is, aud state at tbe 
head of each of Mr. Palmer's articles, 
"Take notice that there is another 
side to the statements 
hereunder 
made, and a more or less satisfactory 
reply and explanation to each of the 
charges therein made." 


This is simply the plea of Julius A. 


Palmer, tbe devil's advocate, 
ap- 


pointed to write up and report to Pope 
Godkin the "very worst" that can be 
said about Hawaii, to be used here- 
after as ammunition against annexa- 
tion. I take the liberty of reminding 
Mr. Palmer, however, that It is a rule 
that the devil's advocate must confine 
himself to the strict truth. I have 
not had the pleasure of seeing all of 
Mr. Palmer's valuable reports, but in 
one of his telegraphed dispatches pub- 
lished about the first of this month 
there was contained tbe statement in 
effect that the balance of cash shown 
by the Hawaiian treasury is a purely 
fictitious one, it being simply a de- 
posit to secure payment of outstand- 
ing certificates of deposit. 


There is very little excuse for this 


error, as the treasury statement is 
published in detail each week, show- 
ing in separate accounts the amount 
on deposit to secure the outstanding 
certificates of deposit, and the other 
moneys in the treasury. 


On the 18th of March last, about the 


time Mr. Palmer's dispatch was writ- 
ten showing tbe "very worst" thut

ury $287,000 on special deposit secur- 
ing every dollar of outstanding certi- 
ficates of deposit. 


From the frank and open manner in 


which Mr. Palmer has stated his ob- 
ject in coming here, I have no doubt 
that after verifying the above figures 
he will apologize to Minister Damon 
and telegraph to the Post by the first 
opportunity that his previous "very 
worst" dispatch about the "fictitious 
balance" in the Hawaiian Treasury 
was all wrong, he not having taken 
the trouble to first verify that state- 
ment, having obtained his informa- 
tion from a very reliable royalist 
gossip. That he will set forth the 
true state of tbe Treasury is, of course, 
not to be asked nor expected, as that 
would not furnish any ammunition 
against annexation, which Is ail that 
Mr. Palmer has been hired to find.

\Vhen the Hawaiian debate was 


on in the United States Senate, 
Mr. Lodge gave a list of the islands 
of the Pacilic acquired by Great 
Britain in the last six years. 
The

reviewing

speech says, "In 1888, according to 
this catalouge, she obtained 
the 


Gilbert group of thirteen islands 
the Ellice group of five islands

Gardner and Danger islands. Hav 
ing thus put her flag, under a 
peculiar agreement with Germany 
on scores of islands at various dis- 
tances from Hawaii, she sought 
last year to make a dash on 
Neckar island, the outermost link 
in the Hawaiian chain. But that 
attempt was checked by the vigil- 
ance of the Hawaiian Government 
which got a ship there first and 
ran up the Hawaiian colors." Just 
at the present time England's atten- 
tion 
is 
centered on Venezuela 


where an effort is being made to 
secure control of the mouth of the 
Orinoco river. 
This is simply a 


part of the English plan to gain 
control 
of strategic 
commercial 


points for her own personal benefit. 
England has interests in tbat sec- 
tion, her people have money in- 
vested there and with a little more 
assistance from the home govern- 
ment can exercise a controlling 
bar d and turn an immense amount 
of trade to the home ports. 


The Neckar Island incident, to 


say nothing of the whole Hawaiian 
annexation affair, and this Venez- 
uela question bring into striking 
contrast the lack of support which 


United States has afforded its 


aeople in a foreign country, com- 
pared with the policy of England. 
Suppose, for instance, that Eng- 
lishmen obtained a financial bold 
upon any section of any country, 
and 
for fame 
cause or another 


called upon the home government 
for assistance or moral support, in 
order to turn the trade and com- 
mercial interests into English in- 
stead of American channels. What 
would be the effect upon the world 
should England turn upon her sub- 
ects and call for an investigation 
of how they obtained their money, 
to all intents and purposes stigma- 
tize them as thieves, liars and 
usurpers ; tell them that England 
;ared nothing for the agricultural 
and mineral products of Venezuela, 
or the naval advantage gained by 
iontrol of Pacific isles; that she 
already had more territory than 
ehe knew what to do with, and the 
jest thing the English people in 
that country could do was to fight 
t out aa best they could? 
Ameri- 


cans may call England grasping, 
aggressive or anything they please, 
sbe protects her citizens and does 
not discourage endeavors to ad- 
vance English interests. 
If the 


Hawaiian Republic placed its flag 
on Neckar Island for one thing, it 
was to maintain what little chance 
there is remaining for American 
representation in the Pacific. And 
what is the reward? 
Two years of 


jghting against American slander 
and political imprecations tell the 
itory.

on the Snake River, in Idaho, they 
found that the usual trail was im- 
passable.

Santa Fe trail," said Whitman. It 
was a thousand miles out of their 
way. 
To the south, accordingly, 


they turned, through an unbroken 
wilderness. Through snow and ice, 
over mountains which 
bore no 


names, across half-frozen 
rivers 


which DO white man 
had ever 


seen, exposed 
to indescribable 


perils and hardships, they pushed 
on. 
On the 3d of January, 1843, 


they reached Bent'* Ford, on the 
Arkansas River, Whitman's face 
and hand and feet badly frozen, 


an open trail now lay before 


them. Whitman did not stop a 
day, but rode on towards Wash- 
ington, telling people as he rode 
about the fertility of Oregon and 
promising to lead a train of pet- 
tiers hack on his return. 
He 


reached Washington, Murch 3d. 


Mr. Webster, then Secretary of 


State, received him with indiffer- 
ence. 
Of what use was Oregon ? 


He was about to trade it to Great 
Britain for a cod-fishery, and did 
not care to listen to the fur-clad 
pioneer. 
Whitman went to Presi- 


dent Tyler, who was more im- 
pressed. Tyler promised that if he 
could be shown that Oregon was 
accessible for settlement from the 
United States, it should not be 
ceded to Great Britain. 
Hurrying 


on to Boston, where he persuaded 
tbe American Board uot to abandon 
their mission at Waiilatpu, as they 
had decided to do, Whitman started 
west again. 
That summer, 1843, 


he led back across the continent 
and through the Rocky Mountains 
the first wagon-train which ever 
reached tbe Pacific Divide, two 
hundred wagons, almost a thous- 
and immigrants. From the Walla 
Walla Valley he -led them to the 
Willamette, 
coloniz'ng Oregon, 


and saving it for tbe United States. 
One man had saved an empire. 


Then \\ hitman took up his mis- 


pion work as before. 
No one had 


realized that he bad done a deed of 
immortal fame.

o'clock p. m., after which hour the 
King left the Palace. 


The King left Honolulu on the 


25th day of November, 1890, for Cali- 
fornia and died there on the 20th of 
January, 1891. 


In the opinion filed in the Circuit 


Court tbe learned judge descants 
upon the testimony of the expert 
witnesses, who were examined as to 
whether the signature of King Kala- 
kaua is genuine or not, so thorough- 
ly aud ably that little doubt remains 
of that signature being a forgery and 
this conclusion holds good as to the 
signatures to the receipt for the pur- 
chase money acd the letter of in- 
structions to the surveyor produced 
by the defendant. 


This assumption of the spurious- 


ness of tbe i-ignatnres is sought to be 
refuted by the testimony of 
the 


witnesses who attested tbe act of 
signing; by that of the defendant; 
that of Isaac Sherwood and incident- 
ally by that of Kaankai the surveyor. 
The testimony of the attesting witnes- 
ses is not alone suspiciously con- 
tradictory but so minutely circum- 
stantial, in spite of the lapse of three 
years, as to impeach its verity.

about a trivial incident made as be- 
fore mentioned 
after 
a lapse of 


several years and yet vividly remem- 
bered by the witnesses, appear to 
have been adapted to the circum- 
stance of the noticeable difference in 
the ink with which the signatures 
are shown to have been made. 


No proof was offered to corroborate 


the statement of Mahelona that to 
make np the amount of $5000, tbe 
alleged purchase money, he borrowed 
$1000 in gold from his son Samuel, a 
fact apparently easy of proof, and 
the failure to produce some testi- 
mony in that direction makes that 
statement apocryphal. 


It is difficult to reject testimony so 


direct and so minutely detailed as 
tbat, which was presented by tbe 
defendant, but from the t-vidence for 
plaintiff (in its nature untainted with 
suspicion) it appears convincingly: 
first, tbat between 9 and 11 o'clock a. 
m., of November 15th, 1890, when 
the deed is alleged to have been 
signed by Kalakaax or at any time 
before at least 1:30 o'clock p. m , of 
t.Lmt day the King was not at bis 
boat house where the transaction is 
said to have taken place. Second, 
that Isaac Sherword, alleged to have 
been an eye witness to and actor on 
the occasion of the signing and who 
wrote the deed was on that day not 
in Honolulu but at Kailua on tbe 
Island of 
Hawaii.

Kalaeokekoi, tbe 
witness 
whose 


signature appears to have been made 
in ink different from that of the 
others was on that day not in Hono- 
loln, bnt at Kahna, on the Island of 
Hawaii. Fourth, that during nearly 
two years the alleged grantee of 
property, for which he claims to have 
paid $5000, neglected to take the 
steps necessary to entitle his deed to 
be recorded, witbont explanation of 
such neglect and without notifying 
tbe legal representatives of 
the 


deceased King of the existence of 
the deed and of bis claim thereunder. 
Fifth, credible witnesses shown to 
bave be« n thoroughly familiar with 
the late King's handwriting and 
signature testify unerringly that tbe 
signatures to the deed and receipt of 
the King are ppurious. Sixth, that 
while the defendant claims to have 
paid $5000 for the property there is 
ancontradicted testimony that tbe 
value of the property approaches the 
sam of $40 000. 


This/is sufficient, if evidence can 


snflwfe, to prove that tbe deed in 
question was never signed by tbe 
alleged grantor and tbat the decree 
of the Circuit Judge must be affirm- 
ed and it is so ordered.

little incident which shows the con- 
nection of Hawaii and the I/nlted 
States,. 
Forty-five years ago, Father 


Green cut loose from the American 
Board because it took the money of 
slave-holders, and bupportecl himself. 
He Was a staunch abolitionist aud 
regularly held, every mouth, an auti- 
slavery meeting away up In the soli- 
tude of the mountain. 
His audience 


was his own family and any one else 
he could corral. One day in 1847 
several of us, small boys, living for 
the time in the neighborhood, rode 
over to Father Green's on a donkey, 
and he invited us in to the anti slavery 
meeting, which he was holding.

in fifteen minutes, and not one of 
them flinched or ran away, and then 
this commander gave up the rest of 
his life to righting the wrongs done 
by slavery. One can almost trace the 
line of evolution between the quiet 
mountain home, near the Makawao 
gulch, and the great emancipation. 
Old Father Green, sinking the songs 
of freedom, never dreamed that the 
small boy curled up in the chair 
would be called, forty-six years later, 
by Phillips Brooks, the 'successor of 
Abraham Lincoln in completing the 
work of enfranchising and educating 
the negro slaves.' "

Drill Shed last night. 
The efforts of 


the men who labored so assiduously 
were rewarded with perhaps the most 
brilliant event of the kind ever given 
on the Islands. 


The Drill Shed was a blaze of light, 


and the graceful movements of the 
dancers,coupled with the sweet strains 
frqm the orchestra, made the whole 
an entrancing scene. 


The entrance to the Drill Shed waa 


kept closed from the inquisitive ga/.e 
of watchers on the outside, by skil- 
fully arranged Hawaiian flags. Run- 
ning from this on both sides were the 
flags of various nations, draped pret- 
tily over and on the partitions of tbe 
different company quarters. Artisti- 
cally set in among these was an abun- 
dance of palms ana ferns, giving a trop- 
ical appearance to the surroundings. 
At the back was a curtain formed 
of a large American flag joined to the 
Hawaiian ensign, and arranged at the 
point of union so as to form a grace- 
ful doorway to the dining room in the 
extreme rear. Just above this door- 
way was suspended a large back- 
ground of ferns, on which was worked 
in coreopsis 
blossoms, 
the 
word 
"Aloha." 


Hanging from the cross beams were 


a great number of small flags, pen- 
nants and ensigns of various forms. 
The arrangement of the electric lights 
among these was a matter of comment. 
Tbe wires were lengthened or short- 
ened to various lengths, casting sil- 
very shadows here and there, and 
lighting up the flags, pennants and 
ensigns. 
Eight strings of Japanese 


lanterns led from various poin^a to one 
common center of the hal'-,, These, 
although unligbted, were shown to 
great advantage by the electric lights. 


Liquid refreshments were served in 


a place set apart at the upper left- 
hand corner of the hall.

evening. 


The floor was crowded during each

As the procession passed before the 
absorbed spectators the same band 
that they saw on the screen played 
"John Brown's Body" and other well 
known marches, first sounding In the 
distance and the gradually approach- 
ing. Half of those present did not 
know that the band of the Philadel- 
phia was secreted behind the screen, 
but outside of the building. A squad 
of the Citizen's Guard came upon the 
heels of the marines, and then, hav- 
ing returned to Hawaii, a few home 
views were given, winding up with a 
copy of the large painting in tbe 
American League hall representing 
President Dole under the wing of a 
great and friendly eagle.
